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Huskers Shoot For Sixth Straight 
Bowl Victory Against Tough Gators

Nebraska's Cornhuskers will be shooting for their sixth consecutive bowl 
victory on New Year's Eve when they tackle the Florida Gators in the 
Sugar Bowl. 


The Cornhuskers combined the pin-point passing of ALL America 
Quarterback Dave Humm, an improved running attack behind a fine offensive 
line and a stubborn defense to post an 8-3-0 record and gain an invitation to 
New Orleans. 


They'll be meeting a football team from the Southeast Conference which 
posted an identical record while running from the Wishbone. 


Both teams had great moments and lapses during 1974 that caused 
them unexpected problems. Nebraska was upset by Wisconsin, 21-20, and 
Missouri, 21-10, when Dave Humm was forced from the lineup by injury. 
But the Huskers obliterated Kansas, 56-0, and thumped teams like Oregon 
(61-7), Minnesota (54-0), Northwestern (49-7), Colorado (31-15), Kansas 
State (35-7), lowa State (23-13) and Oklahoma State (7-3) before dropping a 
28-14 decision to Oklahoma in the Big 8 title game. 


Florida had some high moments, too, like upsetting Auburn, 25-14, 
pasting Florida State (24-14), Maryland (17-0), LSU (24-14), Miami (31-7), 
California (21-17), Duke (30-13), and Mississippi State (29-13). Then there 
were the Gator disappointments—back-to-back losses to Georgia (17-16) 
and Kentucky (41-21) after getting the Sugar Bowl bid to go with the earlier 
defeat by Vanderbilt (24-10). 


So it will be two very evenly matched teams—each capable of playing 
outstanding football—meeting in the 1974 Sugar Bow! game. 


Coach Tom Osborne's 1974 Cornhusmkers came back from a heap of 
adversity to land the runner-up Big 8 spot and a date with Florida, After 
Missouri had licked the Huskers In Lincoln, it would have been easy to 
fold the tent and slip silently into obscurity with a 3-2 record and hopes 
dashed. But the Huskers cranked up and blasted Kansas and went on to 
win five straight against tough Big 8 foes to gain a No. 7 national ranking 
and a bowl bid. 


Sparking the running game was a Freshman named Monte Anthony who 
stepped into the I-Back job when John O’Leary broke his jaw at Wisconsin 
and became the top rusher with 587 yards, O’Leary came back to log 514 
yards and fullback star Tony Davis became the third 500-yarder with 536. 
Anthony was named Big 8 Freshman of the Year by the AP. 

Humm, of course, was magnificent as he led the Huskers and the Big 8 in 
passing (1,435 yards and 12 TDs) and total offense (1,556 yards), Against 
Kansas he hit 15 straight passes for an NCAA record and made it 23 of 
27 for the day to set a Big 8 percentage record (.852). Humm heads into 
the Sugar Bowl game with one NCAA record, five Big 8 records and eight 
other Nebraska marks to his credit. 
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Protection was provided by an outstanding front-five Known as the 
Fabulous Fivesome—tackles Marvin Crenshaw and Mark Doak, Guard Tom 
Alward and Stan Hegener and Center Rik Bonness. Both Crenshaw and 
Bonness earned major first-team All America honors, as well as All Big 8 
recognition, the same as Humm. 

Defensively, the Huskers were stout most of the way and nobody piled 
up a huge total of yards or points on the Black Shirts until the fourth 
quarter, with the exception of No. 1 Oklahoma. 

In fact, Wisconsin (one TD in second quarter) and Oklahoma (two TDs 
in the second quarter) were the only teams which could score on the 
Huskers before the fourth quarter all season. 

Headlining the Black Shirt brigade were All Big 8 end Bob Martin, 
All Big 8 linebacker Tom Ruud and other standouts like tackle Ron Pruitt, 
tackle Mike Fultz—named Big 8 Sophomore Defensive Player of the Year— 
cornerback Ardell Johnson, monster Wonder Monds, linebacker Bob Nelson, 
and end Tom Pate. 

Statistically, the Huskers were impressive in the Big 8. They led the 
league in passing and were runners-up in rushing, rushing defense, passing 
defense, total offense, scoring offense and scoring defense, and were third 
in total defense. 

No question about it, the Nebraska Cornhuskers will take a remarkable 
record into the Sugar Bowl—13 straight winning seasons, a 118-25-3. mark 
over the past 13 years, a 59-9-3 record during the past six years and 
consecutive bowl wins in the Sun, Orange (three straight) and Cotton. 

And they’re looking forward to meeting a very fine Florida team in the 
1974 Sugar Bowl Classic at New Orleans in what shapes up as one of the 
best of the holiday matchups.

Tom Osborne began his head coaching career known more as “the guy 
who took Bob Devaney’s place,’ than for his own potential to lead a major 
college football program. 

But after two outstanding seasons, Tom Osborne has earned tthe title 
of head coach and he's now solidly respected as the Cornhusker headmaster. 

In his rookie year, Osborne—who had logged 12 years as a Devaney 
assistant—led the Huskers to a sparkling 9-2-1 record, including a Big 8 
runner-up spot and a Cotton Bowl victory over Texas, 19-3. 

The Hastings, Nebraska redhead—who owns a Doctor of Philosophy 
Degree among his other accomplishments—followed that fine start with 
another successful campaign in 1974 as the Huskers wound up 8-3-0. Adding 
to the lustre was another major bow! bid—this time the Sugar Bowl against 
Florida—a No, 7 ranking in the Associaled Press, a No, 8 ranking in the UPI 
and another Big 8 runner-up finish. 

Thus, the Tom Osborne career mark heading into the Sugar Bowl is a 
Sparkling, 17-5-1 for a winning percentage of .760. 

When Devaney announced his retirement plans in January of 1972— 
effective after the 1972 season—he tabbed Osborne his successor and 
elevated him to assistant head coach. So Osborne has been well-schooled 
in the fine art of skippering the Cornhuskers, 

An outstanding high school athlete at Hastings High School In the 
mid-1950's, Osborne was named Nebraska prep Athlete of the Year. Passing 
up major college offers, Osborne became the star quarterback and basket- 
ball player for Hastings College where both his father and grandfather had 
matriculated. In 1959 he was named State College Athlete of the Year—the 
only athlete in Nebraska history to win both the high school and the 
college honor. 

Following graduation from Hastings with a Bachelor of Arts Degree, 
Osborne played two years with the Washington Redskins and one year with 
the San Francisco 49ers as a flankerback before returning to Nebraska, 

In 1962 he contacted Bob Devaney and secured a position as a graduate 
assistant on the Husker staff. He continued in that capacity until he obtained 
his Master's Degree in 1963. Continuing his dual role in education and 
football coaching, Osborne gained his Doctor's Degree in 1965, and, hold- 
ing the Academic rank of instructor of Educational Psychology in Teachers’ 
College, was a half-time teacher and half-time coach. 

Osborne elected to pursue coaching full-time in 1967 and became the 
Huskers offensive receivers coach, a decision that NU fans have applauded 
since. 

Married to the former Nancy Tederman, Osborne is the father of a 
young son, Mike, and daughters, Ann and Susie.

1953—Beat Mississippi, 24-7, in the Sugar Bowl; 1954—Beat West Virginia, 
42-19, in the Sugar Bowl; 1955—Beat Arkansas, 14-6, in the Cotton Bowl; 
1956—Beat Pittsburgh, 7-0, in the Sugar Bowl; 1957—Beat Pittsburgh, 21-14, 
in the Gator Bowl.

HUMM, HUSKERS LEAD BIG 8 
PASSING STATS IN 1974 


Nebraska compiled a fine 8-3-0 record and a Sugar Bowl invitation 
to meet Florida on New Year's Eve and a great deal of the impetus came 
from the passing of Dave Humm. 

The All America quarterback led the Big 8 in passing and total offense 
with 1,435 and 1,556 yards, respectively. Thanks to Humm, the Huskers 
also led the Big 8 in passing. 

Nebraska ranked No. 2 (behind champion Oklahoma) in rushing, 
rushing defense, passing defense, total offense, scoring and scoring 
defense. 

In national statistics, Nebraska was seventh in total offense (412.0 
average), sixth in scoring (32.7 average) and eighth in scoring defense 
(11.1 average.)

BOB DEVANEY 


Athletic Director 
University of Nebraska 


One of the greatest coaches in the history of American football, Bob 
Devaney is now turning his vast energies toward supervision of the entire 
athletic program at the University of Nebraska. 


Nebraska has one of the finest athletic plants in the nation, thanks to 
Devaney’s inspiration and leadership during the past 13 years. 

Since becoming Athletic Director in 1967, Nebraska’s Memorial Stadium 
has an enlarged (9,400) capacity of 76,000—largest in the Big 8—as well 
as an AstroTurf field and huge press box, 

In addition, the Cornhuskers have a new multi-purpose office building 
at the south end of Memorial Stadium, and they have a new outdoor track 
facility—Ed Weir Stadium—and a new baseball park. 


Devaney also spear-headed a drive for a new multi-sport complex that 
resulted in the Nebraska Legislature voting a cigarette tax to finance a 
15,000-seat basketball arena, with adjacent swimming complex and indoor 
track plant. Wrestling and gymnastics will also be housed in the new 
Coliseum, located at the Nebraska Fairgrounds adjacent to the NU campus. 


Few coaches ever achieved the success Devaney did as headmaster 
of the Nebraska Cornhuskers from 1962 to 1972. During most of that span 
he was the “winningest coach in the nation,” based on percentage of 
Victories. He wound up with three straight Orange Bowl wins to go with 
his amazing record of nine bowl trips in 11 years, eight Big 8 titles, two 
national championships, two Outland Trophy winners, a Lombardi Trophy 
winner, a Heisman Trophy winner and numerous Coach of the Year and 
similar honors. Twice his teams won four straight titles—1963-1966 and 
1969-1972. 

In his final season, Devaney’s 1972 Huskers went 9-2-1 with a 40-6 win 
over Notre Dame in the Orange Bowl, and Bob led the nation’s active 
coaches with a lifetime record of 136-30-7 for an .806 winning percentage. 
That year, too, Johnny Rodgers won the Heisman Trophy and Rich Glover 
swept the Outland and Lombardi Trophies, a fete never equalled by any 
other school. 
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Devaney was named Goach of the Year by the Walter Camp Foundation, 
the Washington Touchdown Club and the Football Writers Association after 
Nebraska's Cornhuskers were undefeated in 13 games in 1971, sweeping 
to the national championship after winning the Game of the Century against 
Oklahoma, 35-31. 

It was the second-straight national championship for Nebraska. The 
1970 team was also undefeated (11-0-1), and during ihe span of 1969 to 
1972, the Huskers went 32 games without a defeat. After Nebraska defeated 
LSU in the 1971 Orange Bowl game to win its first national title, former 
President Richard Nixon came to Lincoln to bestow a presidential plaque 
upon Devaney and co-captains Dan Schneiss and Jerry Murtaugh. 


The Devaney Huskers reaped couniless honors during those two years— 
AP and UPI trophies, the Grantland Rice Trophy, the MacArthur Bowl, Big 
8 and Orange Bowl trophies and Coach of the Year by the Football News. 


All Star games were old hat for Devaney who coached in many post- 
season classics such as the Hula Bowl, the Coaches All America, the All 
America Bowl, the Blue-Gray and the Shrine East-West. He also coached 
the College All Stars against the NFL Champion Dallas Cowboys in the 
1972 Chicago game. 

At Nebraska, Devaney’s teams won 101, lost 20 and tied two In 11 
years, following his 35-10-5 record at Wyoming. He never had a losing 
season at Nebraska and he directed three undefeated teams—1965, 1970 
and 1971. In 11 years, Devaney’s teams went to nine post-season games, 
winning six and losing three. The Huskers played In the Gotham Bowl, 
Cotton Bowl, Sugar Bowl, Sun Bow! and four times in the Orange Bowl

NEBRASKA’S PRESIDENT 


D. B. VARNER 


D. B. “Woody” Varner became chancellor of the University of Nebraska 
with University-wide responsibilities on February 1, 1970 after having served 
10 years as chancellor of Oakland University in the Michigan State System 
at Rochester, Michigan. His title changed to President in 1971. 


He succeeded Dr. Merk Hobson who served as acting chancellor and 
later as chancellor after Dr. Clifford M. Hardin became U.S. Secretary of 
Agriculture on January 20, 1969. 


Varner, 56, Is the chlef executive officer of the University of Nebraska 
which includes the University campuses in Lincoln and all outstate actlyl- 
tles; the University of Nebraska at Omaha, and the University Medical 
Center at Omaha. 


The President is a native of Texas and graduated from Texas A&M 
In 1940. He received the master’s degree In political science and economics 
from the University of Chicago in 1949. 


Varner began his career as assistant to the president of the Federal 
Land Bank of Houston, Texas, in 1940. He served four years In the Armed 
Services during World War !| and attained the rank of lleutenant colonel. 
Following milltary service, he served as assistant dean of students at 
Texas A&M. 


From 1949 to 1959, he was a faculty member at Michigan State Uni- 
versity at East Lansing. He first served as assistant professor of agriculture 
and was director of the Cooperative Extension Service from 1952-55. From 
1955-59, he was vice president of Michigan State University in charge of 
off-campus education programs and director of continuing education. 


In 1959, he was named Chancellor of Oakland University, a new Instltu- 
tlon and helped Jay the plans for it. Under his leadership, the University 
advanced quickly in both size and academic distinction. From its beginning 
with 570 students in 1959, the enroliment at Oakland University has grown 
to more than 5,800 and Is expected to reach 11,000 by 1975.

DR. JAMES H. ZUMBERGE 


Chancellor of the University of Nebraska since 1972 is Dr. James H, 
Zumberge, an internationally known scholar in the field of geology. 

Chosen by the Board of Regents for his strong background in academic 
affairs, Chancellor Zumberge has provided leadership for furthering the 
development of academic quality on the Lincoln campuses In such areas as 
agriculture, life sciences, engineering, natural resources, the environment 
and others. 

Prior to coming to Nebraska, Dr. Zumberge had been Dean of the 
College of Earth Sciences at the University of Arizona since 1968 and 
President of Grand Valley State College at Allendale, Mich., from 1962 
to 1968. 

Dr. Zumberge was chief glaciologist for the U.S. Ross Ice Shelf Project 
in Antarctica for the International Geophysical Year in 1957-58 and organizer 
of three subsequent expeditions to the Antarctic, where Cape Zumberge Is 
named in his honor. 

He received his Ph.D. degree in geology from the University of Minnesota, 
which in November 1972 presented him with an Alumni Outstanding Achieve- 
ment Award in the field of science. He has been given honorary degrees 
by Grand Valley State College and Nebraska Wesleyan University. The 
library at Grand Valley carries his name. 

Chancellor Zumberge began his teaching career at the University of 
Michigan, advancing from instructor to full professor. He is the author of 
75 technical articles, 10 books and numerous papers given at national and 
international scientific meetings. 

He is a member of the Geological Society of America, the Glaclology 
Society, the American Geophysical Union, and the Society of Economic 
Geologists. He is past president of the Michigan Academy of Science, 
Arts and Letters. 

A native of Minnesota and Marine Corps veteran, the Chancellor is an 
avid sports fan and active participant in athletics as time permits. He is 
married to the former Marilyn Edwards of Western Springs, Ill., and they 
are the parents of four children, John, JoEllen, James and Mark.

OREGON FIRST NEBRASKA VICTIM; 
DUCKS DEMOLISHED 61-7 


Lincoln, Nebraska (September 14, 1974)—Nebraska's Cornhuskers, play- 
ing before 76,053 in Memorial Stadium, opened the 1974 season In fine 
style as the “Big Red’ destroyed the University of Oregon 61-7. 

On its first possession, Nebraska scored as the Huskers drove 44 yards 
in five plays, Wingback Don Westbrook scored on a 22-yard inside reverse 
with 11:11 left in the first quarter and with Mike Coyle's successful kick, 
Nebraska led 7-0. 

Nebraska then scored on its second, third and fourth possessions of the 
first half as the hapless Ducks couldn’t stop the potent Husker attack. 
Oregon's offense was equally impotent as the Ducks managed only one 
score in the fourth quarter. 

Statistically, the Huskers dominated Oregon on every count. Nebraska 
had 26 first downs to Oregon's eight and the Huskers amassed 472 total 
offensive yards to Oregon’s 191, 

Individually, Nebraska was paced by senior |-Back Jeff Moran’s 69 
yards on four carries, senior quarterback Dave Humm's eight pass comple- 
tions in 12 attempts for 139 yards and Westbrook’s two touchdowns.

Madison, Wisconsin (September 21, 1974)—Playing without star quarter- 
back Dave Humm for over half the game, Nebraska’s bubble burst earlier 
than expected as the Huskers fell to the Wisconsin Badgers 21-20. 

Playing before a regional ABC-TV audience and 73,381 in Camp Randall 
Stadium, the Huskers, playing without Humm who suffered a hip pointer in 
the first quarter, battled courageously to a 17-14 fourth quarter lead against 
the fired-up Badgers. 

Then with 4:21 left in the game, Mike Coyle successfully kicked a 22-yard 
Husker field goal giving Nebraska a 6-point lead with little time remaining. 
But catastrophe was about to strike. 

Badger quarterback Gregg Bohlig, faced with a second and sixteen from 
his own 23, rolled right and hit flanker Jeff Mack with a 77-yard TD pass, 
and with the successful kick, Wisconsin led Nebraska 21-20. It was also to 
be the final score. 

Humm's injury proved costly for the Huskers. Nebraska outrushed the 
Badgers 258 to 77, but Wisconsin outpassed the Huskers 242-47,

Lincoln, Nebraska (October 12, 1974)—Nebraska, playing without star 
quarterback Dave Humm for half the game, had its Big 8 Championship 
thoughts dashed early by the upstart Missouri Tigers 21-10. 

Humm, who had directed the Huskers to a 3-0 halftime lead, suffered a 
concussion early in the third period and was lost for the remainder of the 
contest. 

With second string quarterback Terry Luck at the controls, the Corn- 
huskers surged to a 10-0 fourth quarter lead before the Missourl onslaught 
took place. 

Led by quarterback Steve Pisarkiewicz and fullback Tony Galbreath, 
Missouri scored three times in the last stanza and held Nebraska scoreless, 
It was the second time in two years that Nebraska had lost to Missouri in 
both teams Big 8 opener. Last year, Missouri upset the undefeated Huskers 
13-12 in Columbia. 

Before this game even started, many Husker fans feared an upset in 
the making because of what Missouri did during the 1972 season. Missouri 
traveled to Lincoln that year and lost 62-0. That following week the Tigers 
had to face Notre Dame in South Bend, But what seemed to be an unsur- 
mountable task proved to be a great college upset as Missouri defeated 
the Irish. 

One week before this game, Missouri was being clobbered by Wisconsin 
59-20 while Nebraska was trouncing Minnesota 54-0. Unfortunately, for the 
Huskers, Missouri football history repeated itself and Nebraska went down 
to defeat.

Lawrence, Kansas (October 19, 1974)—Nebraska quarterback Dave Humm 
set one national record and three Big 8 marks as the lefthander from Las 
Vegas led the Huskers to a 56-0 humiliation of Big 8 opponent Kansas. 

Kansas entered the game 4-1 and had earlier in the year beaten nationally 
ranked Texas A&M. But the formidable Jayhawks never got off the ground 
thanks to a tough Black Shirt defense and the offensive brilliance of Humm. 

Humm hit 23 of 27 passes for three touchdowns and 230 yards. His 
completion percentage of .852 was both a Big 8 record and Nebraska 
record. His three touchdown passes gave him 36 for the year, which was also 
a conference mark. 

But the most phenomenal record of them all was that from the second 
through the fourth quarters, Humm hit 15 consecutive passes. That mark 
of 15 set both a national and Big 8 record, 

But it wasn’t all offense. Nebraska's defense limited Kansas to just 
four first downs, 143 total yards and the Black Shirts intercepted two 
passes and recovered one fumble. 

Nebraska now takes a 1-1 conference mark and a 4-2 overall figure into 
its game with always tough, Big 8 opponent Oklahoma State.

OKLAHOMA SURVIVES NEBRASKA SCARE, 
DEFEATS THE HUSKERS 28-14 


Lincoln, Nebraska (November 23, 1974—Oklahoma fought back a valiant 
effort by the Nebraska Cornhuskers to dethrone the No, 1 ranked Sooners 
as Oklahoma defeated the Huskers 28-14. 

Played before 76,636, the largest crowd ever to see a football game in 
Lincoln, Nebraska and Oklahoma fought to a 7-7 halftime deadlock. 

Nebraska took the lead at 14-7, When with 11:44 left in the third period, 
quarterback Dave Humm pitched to |-Back John O'Leary. But what looked 
like an ordinary sweep turned into a razzle-dazzie Husker score because 
O'Leary passed back to Humm for an 11 yard touchdown toss. 

Lightning again struck for the Huskers, as Oklahoma fumbled the 
ensuing kickoff and Nebraska recovered on the OU 15. But what was a great 
Husker opportunity never materialized as Mike Coyle missed a 21-yard 
field goal attempt. 

Alter that, Nebraska never seemed the same as Oklahoma tied the score 
on its next possession and scored two more times in the fourth quarter. 

Oklahoma didn't gain a yard through the air but amassed 482 total 
yards on the ground. In fact, three Sooners, fullback Jim Littrell (147), 
halfback Joe Washington (142) and quarterback Steve Davis all gained 
over 100 yards against Nebraska's Black Shirts. 

So Nebraska finished the 1974 season with an overall record of 8-3 and 
a conference record of 5-2, good for a second place Big 8 tie with Missouri.

NEBRASKA BOWL HISTORY 
AND RECORDS 


1941 ROSE BOWL 
STANFORD 21, NEBRASKA 13 


Nebraska was only the third Big Six team to play in a post-season bowl 
game, but the Cornhuskers made their first bowl trip a memorable one 
with an invitation to the granddaddy of them all—the Rose Bowl. Under 
the warm California sun in Pasadena, Coach Biff Jones’ Cornhuskers led 
Clark Shaughnessy's Stanford Indians twice in the first half, but fell victim 
to the Innovative T-formation 21-13. The Huskers took a 7-0 lead just six 
plays after the kickoff when fullback Vike Francis plunged over from the 
three. Stanford tied the count just four plays later when Pete Gallarneau 
bolted over from nine yards out. In the second quarter, the Huskers took 
the lead again on a 33-yard Herm Rohrig-to-Allen Zikmund pass, but the 
Indians came back on Frankie Albert's 41-yard TD pass to Gallarneau for 
a 14-13 halftime lead. A 39-yard TD punt return by Pete Kmetovic iced the 
game for the Indians in the third quarter.

Making 
their first bow! appearance in 15 years, Bill Glassford's Cornhuskers trailed 
Duke's Blue Devils at the half 14-0 and pulled within 14-7 early in the 
second quarter after a minus-two-yard Duke punt. Halfback Don Comstock 
scored from the three to cap a 35-yard drive. After that, it was all Duke. 
Coach Bill Murray’s Blue Devils rolled 65 yards to score on their next 
possession and added two more tallies in the fourth quarter to Ice the 
game, 34-7.

Mira, who 
passed for 321 yards !ed a valiant comeback attempt, but was thwarted by 
a last-minute interception by Husker guard Bob Brown.

Nebraska made it’s second Orange Bowl trip a happier one than the 
first with a 13-7 win over Auburn in the 1964 Miami Classic. The Huskers 
evened their bowl record with the win and handed Bob Devaney his second 
bowl win in as many tries. Husker quarterback Dennis Claridge broke 
the game open before most of the 72,647 fans had settled in their seats. 
On the Huskers’ second play from scrimmage, Claridge bolted 68 yards 
down the sideline to put NU ahead 7-0. At the time, it was the longest 
TD run in OB history. Moments later Dave Theisen set another OB record 
with a 31-yard field goal. The record lasted until the second quarter when 
Theisen booted a 36-yarder to give NU a 13-0 halftime lead. Auburn 
quarterback Jimmy Sidle almost brought the Tigers back, but Husker 
linebacker John Kirby batted a fourth-and-four pass away at the goal line 
with less than three minutes to go.

Coach Frank Broyles’ Arkansas Razorbacks mounted an 80-yard fourth 
quarter drive against a previously impregnable Nebraska defense to down 
the Huskers, 10-7, in NU’s first Dallas appearance. The Huskers had led 
most of the way in one of the greatest defensive battles in bowl history. 
Arkansas scored first on a 31-yard Tom McKnelly field goal in the first 
quarter but soph Harry Wilson capped a 69-yard Husker march in the second 
quarter on a one-yard plunge to give Nebraska a 7-3 halftime lead. The 
Huskers held that lead until] Bobby Burnett finished the Arkansas drive with 
a three-yard TD run with 4:50 left in the game. In the fierce defensive 
struggle, first downs were even at 11, and the Porkers held a slim, 176-168 
total offense edge.

The Tide led 24-7 at the half and the game 
was never in serious doubt, but led by the passing of Bob Churchich, the

The Tide rolled up a 
17-0 first quarter advantage and led at halftime, 24-0, behind the passing 
of Kenny Stabler.

Earlier in the day, top-ranked Texas was upset 
by Notre Dame, 24-11, in the Cotton Bowl, and No. 2 Ohlo State was 
shocked by Stanford, 27-17 in the Rose.

Four plays later, John Bell 
recovered a Texas fumble at the Longhorn 19 and three plays later Tony 
Davis ripped in from the three to make it 16-3. Sanger kicked a 43-yard 
field goal with 8:09 left to complete the scoring. Texas had scored first 
on a 22-yard field goal by Billy Schott in the wake of a Husker fumble, but 
early in the second quarter defensive end Steve Manstedt picked up a 
Roosevelt Leaks' fumble in mid-air and raced 65 yards to the eight. But 
a stiff Longhorn defense forced a 24-yard field goal by Sanger,

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FACTS ABOUT 
THE UNIVERSITY OF NEBRASKA 
A Brief History— 


The University of Nebraska, now an institution of three major compo- 
nents in Lincoln and Omaha and collection of agricultural experiment sta- 
tions and related offices across the state, was created on paper with a 
charter from the Nebraska Legislature in 1869 and held its first classes in 
the fall of 1871 in a three-story brick building on the outskirts of Lincoln. 


At its chartering, the University was. committed to instruct in agriculture, 
the ‘mechanic arts," and military tactics by the terms of the Land-Grant 
College Act of 1862 to which the Legislature subscribed. These special 
endeavors, however, were made parts of the total University program with 
the result that Nebraska, unlike some of its neighbors, has had but one 
major institution of higher education. 


The early years were fraught with internal ideological conflicts, with 
financial problems and with shortages of collegiate students. The University 
not only survived without interruption, it managed to establish the first 
program of graduate education west of the Mississippi in the mid-1880's. By 
1906, it had attained membership in the select Association of American 
Universities, a tribute to the high quality of its faculty and scholastic pro- 
grams. 


Lack of financial support from the Legislature forced the University in 
1888 to close the Medical College it had opened in Lincoln five years 
earlier. In 1902, the University again entered the field of medical education 
by taking over the Omaha Medical College, the institution that eventually 
became the University of Nebraska Medical Center in Omaha. 


Between 1909 and 1911, by administrative orders and legislative acts, 
the structure of the University was reformed and the foundations laid for 
the development of the present colleges, schools and special programs. 


Since the adoption of the Nebraska constitution in 1875, the University 
has been governed by an elected Board of Regents. In 1968, pursuant to 
legislative action and a city-wide election in Omaha, the Board of Regents 
was made responsible for governance of the former Municipal University of 
Omaha, now re-named the University of Nebraska at Omaha. In 1970, the 
number of Regents was increased from six to eight and in 1971, the chief 
executive officer of the University was given the title of President rather 
than Chancellor, and the executive heads of the three components—the 
University of Nebraska, the Medical Center in Omaha, and the University 
of Nebraska at Omaha—were accorded the titles of Chancellor and Vice 
President. 


Points of Interest on Campus— 


Museum—the University of Nebraska State Museum has an outstanding 
collection of fossil mammals and is world renowned for its Elephant Hall. 
There are galleries of health science, Nebraska wildlife, zoology, geology 
and anthropology. In addition to its exhibits on three floors of Morrill Hall 
at 14th and U, the museum has extensive research collections in Nebraska 
Hall. 
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Art—The Sheldon Art Gallery has one of the finest collections on a uni- 
versity campus. Its sculpture garden is also one of the finest in the nation, 


Music—School of Music students and faculty perform regularly in Kim- 
ball Recital Hall. In addition to recitals, opera is performed by a University 
company and concerts are presented by the Symphonic Orchestra, Sym- 
phonic and Collegiate bands, the University Singers, Madrigal Singers and 
smaller ensembles. ‘‘Messiah"’ is performed annually in the Coliseum. 


Theatre—During the school year there are periodic performances by the 
University company in Howell Memorial Theatre. A repertory group performs 
throughout the summer months. 


Nebraska Union—tThis social center of the campus provides a variety of 
food service facilities and relaxation areas for students and visitors to the 
campus. It also houses the Alumni Association, Foundation offices and the 
placement center, as well as offices for student organizations. Facilities 
include a book store, bowling alley, game rooms, TV rooms, record rooms, 
study rooms, meeting rooms and ballrooms for large meetings and social 
events. 


Carillon Tower—Buill in 1948, as a gift of alumnus Ralph S. Mueller, the 
tower has become a symbol! of the NU campus. It houses a two-and-a-half 
octave electronic English bells carillon, played on ceremonial occasions 
from a keyboard. 


Historical Museum—The State Historical Society has its museum and 
library on the campus. It features Nebraska lore dating from early Indian 
relics. 


Center for Continuing Education—Conference and hole! facilities at 33rd 
and Holdrege provide a site for hundreds of adul! and youth meetings each 
year, Continuing education programs are planned by a professional staff. 
The Center was financed through a grant from the Kellogg Foundation and 
by public subscription. 


Planetarium—Public sky shows are presented daily during the summer 
and on weekends during the school year. Special shows are also given to 
University classes and visiting school groups.

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General Information 


University of Nebraska Foundation—The University of Nebraska Founda- 
tion is a legally incorporated non-profit organization, chartered under 
Nebraska law. Through its solicitation and investment programs, it provides 
between $2 and $3 million in benefits annually for $634,000 in scholarships 
and fellowships; $200,000 in research equipment and projects; $115,000 In 
support of Professorships; and more than $50,000 in support of art, museum 
and library acquisitions. Approximately 18,000 donors contribute to the 
Foundation each year. Its assets are nearly $20 million. 

Alumni Association—The Nebraska Alumni Association maintains bio- 
graphical records on all graduates and former students. It publishes ithe 
bi-monthly Nebraska Alumnus magazine and a quarterly calendar for As- 
sociation members, the Alumni Sports Reporter and an alumni directory. 
The Association also organizes travel tours, class reunions, homecoming 
activities, student programs and special events and provides special services 
to Alumni chapters in Nebraska and throughout the country. 


Financial Aid—I|n 1972-73, student financial aid totaled $1.6 million from 
scholarships and grants ($450,000 from University funds), $4.3 million in 
loans (National Defense and Federally Insured loans) and $3.2 million from 
Student employment (work-study and University part-time work). 

Extension Division—The University Extension Division operates largest 
university based independent study program in U.S., offering college and 
high schocl courses. A class A high school diploma can be obtained. It 
also provides on-campus night classes and field classes out-state for credit; 
informal and community development programs; civil defense training and 
instructional media services. 

Research—Research is conducted at the University in agriculture, edu- 
cation, business, engineering, law, health sciences, home economics, bio- 
logical, physical and social sciences and humanities. Total support of about 
$12.6 million includes funds from a variety of federal agencies.
